The inventions listed as Groups 1 and 1 1 do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Claim 1, for example, in the Group 1 invention, is directed to a process/method which is 
comprised, interalia, of a combination of steps such as: providing a feed water stream 
containing soluble and insoluble inorganic and organic species therein; removing a 
portion or substantially all multi-valent cations metal from said feed stream; reducing the 
tendency of said feed water to form scale on said heat transfer surfaces; and passing 
the product from into a heat transfer equipment, whereas, claim 103 in the Group 1 1 
invention is directed to an apparatus including devices such as: at least one softener, at 
least one de-alkalizer or a degasifier for removing dissolved gases which are not in the 
Group 1 invention. 

Applicants are advised that in reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
